• At 10 o'clock last night he sank into 


:B-deep sleep, but at midnight woke up 
«nd. spoke to Mrs. Hobart, who was 
kneeling at his bedside. Then the vice 
Iproaideut became unconscious and re- 
mained in" a comatose condition the rest 
of the night. 


The cause'oi his death is said to have 


been heart failure. 


Mr. Hobart's'wife anrl son,. Garret, 


Jr , Dr. Newtoa -and wife and Alice 
"Wardwel]",''the "nurse, were " with the pa" 
tient when he died. Mrs. Hobart is 
bearing up well under ' the shock.

warm and enduring personal friendship 
has made their relations particularly 
happy.

GEN, WHEELEHJVILL RESIGN 


Urges United States Sovereignty Over the 


Philippine Islands 


Manila, Nov. 21—Gee. Wheeler has 


decided not to return to congress. He 
is writing a letter to President McKin- 
ley with a request that it be forwarded 
to the hoube of . representatives. 
In the 


course of an interview he said: 


"Congress, if it occupies the first day 


of the session in passing a resolution 
declaring in unmistekeable terms that 
the ' sovereignty of the United States is 
to be maintained in the Philippines, 
thua dispelling Aguinaldo's delusion 
that the anti-imperialists can assist him, 
will be performing a sacred duty. 
Such 


a resolution • would cave the lives of 
many American 'soldiers and thousands 
of deluded Filipinos; would avert fam- 
ine, Buffering and desolation from these 
islands and would render unnecessary 
the expense of hundreds of millions of 
dollars."

Madrid, Nov. 21.—Advices from Ha- 


vana say the majority of the Cubans 
mean to wait until January before de- 
claring themselves on the matter of in- 
dependent government, since they still 
trust that the island will be volun- 
tarily freed by the American authori- 
ties. The first publication of the new 
Madrid newspaper devoted to the cause 
of Cuban freedom also has been de- 
layed until that date. 


•In case the annexation of. Cuba to 


the United States is definitely decided 
on, these letters declare, rebellion, led 
by the former Cuban army, will break 
out immediately. The Filipino leaders 
are said to have offered, for the benefit 
of the Cubans, to prolong their re- 
sistance to American authority until 
any date the "Cubans may fix, so as to 
embarrass the United bcates military 
authorities.

away with a rich haul of gold and'sil- 
ver as.it is -being transferred to or 
from the vaults of the treasury on one 
of the business thoroughfares of this 
city. A't any hour of the day a curious 
crowd can be seen, standing about the 
heavy platform at the Fifteenth street 
entrance to the treasury, upon which 
small iron safes containing money are 
being placed in transferring currency 
to and from the treasury. Speculation 
is always indulged i-n and plans formu- 
lated -for making away with a large 
amount of U-ncle Sam's gold.

The packing of small herrings, or, 


as they are often called, "American 
sardines," ia an important industry in 
Maine. In that state there are fifty 
factories, which give employment to 
a large number of hands during four 
or five months of the year. The an- 
nual output is estimatecl to be 'of'.ah 
average value of $3,000',"000, and ,about 
half this amount finds -its way into 
the pockets of the factory employes in 
the form of wages. The fish are caught 
in seines scattered all along the coast 
for a distance of about a hundred 
miles. After the fish are taken in sail- 
feoats to the factpries they are thrown 
into 'strong brine, where they remain1 


for some time. They are then laid on 
iron crates and conveyed to' an im- 
mense oven, where the crates are laid 


n revolving shelves. 
After twenty 


linutes' cooking the fish are ready for 
acking. 
There are two methods'-of 


acking,.pne in oil, the''other in mns- 
ar.d. The ground mustard is mixed 
ith vinegar; far oil packing cottbh- 
eed oil is used. About a gill of oil 
s put into a can, and then the baked 
.sh from 
the ovens are carefully 


lacked into it and .the cover snapped 
in. The. pans then go to the -sealer, 
who sits in- front of a little furnace 
n which his soldering iron is plunged. 
Seizing the can, he runs the heated 
ron around the cover, holding the sol- 
der just in front of it, and seals the 
san so .rapidly that the eye can hardly 
'ollow his movements. 
The . sealed 


cans are thrown into a bath of boiling 
wa.ter, in which they remain for two 
lours. If any of them leak, the tops 
will bulge out, and- these go back to 
je resealed. 
After 
the 
cans 
are 


cleaned with sawdust they are packed 
.nto cases and put on the market as 
enuine American sardines in pure 


olive oil.
